New Game Bird To 


Be Released In U. S. 


One of the world’s great game 
birds, the capercaille is being in- 
troduced into the United States 
on little Outer Island in Lake 
Superior. 

The huge Egyptian bird known 
also as the cock of the woods, has 
thrived for centuries from the Pyr- 
enees to Siberia but is a stranger 
to America. 

An attempt to introduce it in 
Michigan years ago failed. Too 
much competition from the hunt- 
ers before it was established was 
given as the major reason. 

The try is the first big test of the 
U.S. Wildlife Service’s new cam- 
paign to bring as many new exotic

Outer Island would give the best 
chance for survival. 

On Outer Island, the new caper- 
cailles will not have to contend 
| with the hunters. If the birds are 
established there, they will be in- 
troduced on other islands and fin- 
ally on the mainland.

(Royal Bank Letter) 

The high price paid by so many 
men for what they get out of life 
need not be exacted at all. They 
are not realists, Persons who ‘com- 
plain of “pressure” of modern life, 
but neglect ordinary precautions; 
persons who bewail the loss of 
their youthful vigour without find- 
ing compensating factors; these 
are intellectually immature. 

The layman cannot be sure of 
his physical perfection, no matter 
|how well he.feels. He needs to 
co-operate with a competent and 
understanding physician, to listen 
to his advice—and follow it. 

But don’t delude yourself. Next 
worst thing to not giving a physic- 
ian a chance periodically to keep 
you in tip-top shape is to satisfy 
your nagging conscience by doing 
it half heartedly. A superficial in- 
complete or hurried examination is 
to be unqualifiedly condemned. The 
false security it builds is disas- 
trous self-cheating. 

Likely the doctor will say you 
need more rest, and however you 
may pooh-pooh it, the chances are 
one hundred-to-one that he is 
right. Most of us do not quit until 
we have gone beyond the point of 
normal fatigue and have even ex- 
hausted our capacity for “running 
n our. nerve.” We borrow against 
our capital reserves. We put up as 
collateral such temporary aids as 
emotional goads, coffee, alcohol 
and “the demands of life.’ The 
only only way to get out of the red 
is by rest. 

To many persons, time taken 
out for rest seems a total loss in- 
stead of an investment. Adults like 
children, can find many excuses 
for not going to bed, regardless of 
onsequence, The man who is de 
liermined on managing his mind 
for the good of his 
physical health will take this  sit- 
uation in hand, 

Strangely enough, nine out of 
ten such men will find that they 
set more things done per day on 
the average, and better done. 

Not only time in bed is to be 
counted as resting. Short periods 
f relaxation spaced 
the day result in far less fatigue 
for the total work accomplished 
than 
on in a long stretch. One may re- 
lax when walking along the street 
by flexing his muscles and divert-

Extensive Oil 
Survey Starts In 
Saskatchewan 


REGINA. — Royalite Oil com- 
pany, Calgary, one of Canada’s 
top independent companies, has 
started a seismic survey of a 
250,000-acre crown permit cen- 
tring on a point 84 miles west of 
Saskatoon and 42 miles south- 
east of Unity. 

The company took the permit over 
from John L. Graham and associates 
of Toronto on a deal that will give 
Royalite 75 per cent. of the land 
eventually taken under lease and 
Graham 25 per cent. checkerboard 
through the leased area in quarter 
sections, 

The seismographic survey is being 
made by the Farney Exploration 
eompany. 

Royalite also has a Mayes-Bevan 
gravitymeter crew surveying a crown 
permit of 250,000 acres covering an 
area 42 miles wide and 30 miles deep, 
centring on a point 21 miles east of 
“stevan,. 

This property was gained from 
Calvin Snyder of Eatonia, original 
holder of the permit, on a deal in- 
volving cash and a 2% per cent. 
overriding royalty on any gas or oil 
found.

AT HOME BY THE FIRE 


A HOME with a fireplace always 
seems more cheerful than one 
without, They are popular with 
many people even though they may 
not be the most efficient means of 
heating a house, Here are drawings 
of a good fireplace design. 

Requirements of materials depend 
very largely on the size of the fire- 
place, therefore a bill of material 
would have to be worked out for 
each size. The first main feature 
necessary for a successful fireplace 
is to have the flue area of the chim- 
ney in the correct ratio to the area 
of the opening in the front of the 
fireplace. The cross sectional area 
of the flue must not be less than 
1/10 of the frontal opening of the 
fireplace. 

Secondly, the smoke shelf at the 
bottom of the flue (shown in the ac- 
companying plan) is absolutely es- 
sential to prevent back drafting in 
the chimney, Third, the arch or 
apron overhanging the throat in the 
front of the fireplace should not be 
less than 8 inches in depth, Fourth, 
the throat of the fireplace should ex- 
tend across the whole width of the 
fireplace opening. 

The table of dimensions given in 
the plan clearly indicates the correct 
proportions of the various parts of 
a fireplace and gives these propor- 


tions for the six important dimen- 
sions, If the width of the opening 
in the front of the fireplace (“A"” in 
the diagram) is required to be four 
feet, for instance, it is only neces- 
sary to glance at the table to obtain 
the correct measurements for the 
other five dimensions, From the 
table we find that the depth to the 
back of the fireplace ,‘‘B” in the dia- 
gram) must then be 2 ft, 2 ins., the 
height of the opening in the front 
("C"’) should be 8 ft. 2 ins., the 
width at the back (‘D”) should be 
8 ft. 4 ins, anc the width of the 
hearth (“E”) should be 2 ft. 


It should also be mentioned that 
the chimney flue from a fireplace 
should not be used for any other 
heating units such as stoves and fur- 
naces, Separate flues must be avail- 
able for these, 

The steel jackets used for circu- 
lating fireplaces are a big improve- 
ment over the old style fireplaces. 
Much more heat is supplied to a 
room with this new type of jacketed 
fireplace, but it is probably too much 
to ask from such a fireplace to do 
all the heating for a house, even of 
four rooms. Such a job will prob- 
ably require a furnace or some sort 
of heating stove as the main source 
of heat,

“We aren't calling it quits with 
this year’s results,” says the for- 
mer blacksmith, “We'll keep grow- 
ing cotton until we develop a hardy 
seed adapted to this climate.” 


Canadian Potato 
Crop Lighter 


OTTAWA.—Housewives had better 
set aside more money for food—po- 
tatoes are going up. 

The potato committee of the Can- 
adian Horticultural Council said re- 
cently Canada’s potato crop is 11,- 
000,000 bushels lighter than last 
year’s crop of 92,000,000 bushels, The 
crop is clean and should go into stor- 
age in excellent condition, 

Because of the short supply and 
good condition of this year’s pota- 
toes, the Council said prices probably 
will rise “considerably” as the sea- 
son advances. 

Production in the Maritime Prov- 
inces stands at the same level as last 
year. Prince Edward Island has a 
slightly larger crop, but it is offset 
by a drop in New Brunswick. Nova 
Scotia’s crop is unchanged, 

In Quebec potatoes are 5,000,000 
bushels fewer than last year, and On- 
tario production is down an estimat- 
ed 4,000,000 bushels. 

The crop on the prairies, particu- 
larly in Alberta, is below last year. 
British Columbia is unchanged, 

Last year Canada produced about 
92,000,000 bushels of potatoes, There 
was considerable difficulty disposing 
of the surplus over and above do- 
mestic demand—65,000,000 bushels. 

Some of the surplus was shipped 
to the United States before that 
country stopped imports on _ the 
grounds that U.S. producers were 
having difficulty disposing of their 
crops. : 

Consequently, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment introduced price-support ac- 
tion to help the east-coast producer. 
Some of the undisposed surplus went 
back into seed. Another part went 
into feeding cattle. 


Making Jelly 


The jelly making season is a very 
dangerous one, as most men have 
discovered, To arrive home at noon 
and find the head of the house per- 
spiring over a mess of jelly that 
won't jell is a very embarrassing sit- 
uation, Invariably the first question 
is: “This stuff won't jell, although I 
made it just like Mrs, Smith does 
and hers always jells. What do you 
think I should do about it?” <A sec- 
ond glance at the contents of the 
jelly kettle suggests that our first 
thoughts were correct and we boldly 
remark that it be thrown out, This 
has the same effect as lighting a fire 
under a mule.—Robin, Man., Review.

He believes it can be done and al- 
ready foresees the day—not too far 
distant—when gin mills may be set 
up here to process cotton, 

Ald, Scott’s optimism is based on 
the fact that the climate of this cor- 
ner of Alberta is quite similar to 
that of Texas where the original seed 
was obtained. 

He believes that the area within 
a 50-mile radius of Medicine Hat is 
the only district in Canada suited to 
cotton growing, which requires a 
100-day season of hot weather with 
warm nights. The area's growing 
season is 10 to 15 days longer than 
most, 

The cotton plants did remarkably 
well in their first year in what was 
admittedly a poor growing season by 
Medicine Hat standards. The new 
crop, planted in May because of a 
late spring, survived drouth, a mid- 
June frost, pillaging caterpillars and 
dust storms before running into the 
early frost. September frost is un- 
common in Medicine Hat. 

One district farmer reported that 
his small cotton plot, although it re- 
ceived only one good rain all season, 
grew into the last stages, 

The cotton stalks, similar in ap- 
pearance to potato plants, showed 
some peculiarities during growth, Al- 
though they grew to the two-foot 
height expected, the plants appeared 
to pass through stages of rapid 
growth and others of no apparent 
advancement, 


Devaluation To 
Start U.S. Buying 


VANCOUVER, B.C. — British Col- 
umbians are preparing for a post 
summer tourist boom from the Pa- 
cific Northwest because of the Can- 
adian dollar devaluation, 

The drop of the Canadian dollar 
from parity to $1.10 for every U.S. 
dollar was expected to directly affect 
woolens, bone china and transporta- 
tion. Travel agencies here and in 
Victoria were making plans to cope 
with the anticipated rush, 

U.S. tourists normally shop in 
British Columbia for Scottish wool- 
ens, toffee, eight per cent. beer, tra- 
ditional makes of bone china, and 
Canadian whisky. 

Until the arrivals of new ‘stocks 


from the United Kingdom, trade 
sources said, the price tags on items 
would remain unchanged, After- 


wards, they predicted a 15 per cent, 
cut, 

In the Pacific Northwest, dealers 
in British-made automobiles announc- 
ed $300 price cuts on most models 
and English shoe prices fell 15 per 
cent.

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Young Farmers 
Improving Farm 
Homes By Loans 


OTTAWA. —A big change in 
the trend of Canadian farming 
was reported by the Finance 
Department in reviewing loaris 
made by chartered banks under 
the Farm Improvement Loans 


Act. 


A total of 27 per cent. of $6,000,- 
000 advanced in August, the heaviest 
month for lending in the year, has 
gone to young men between 20 and 
30 years of age for repairs and al- 
terations to farm houses and build 
ings, while there has been a notice- 
abe movement toward installation of 
water and plumbing in farm homes 
along with installation of electrical 
household appliances such as stoves, 
heating and lighting systems. 

: “This shows a trend not existing 
in war years,” one official said, ‘“‘The 
older generation was content to carry 
on but the young farmer has taken 
over, is going in for improvement 
and is repaying his loan.” 

Chartered banks report that loans 
show a steady increase including a 
heavy volume for the purchase of 
combines particularly in Western 
Canada, Advances for repairs to ex- 
isting farm homes are three times 
as great as for new houses, 

The big increase in loans in East- 
ern Canada is attributed to the ex- 
tension of hydro service to rural 
communities. Ontario Hydro esti- 
mates that electricity will be brought 
to more than 43,000 farmers in On- 
tario this year. 

Loans to Eastern Canadian farm- 
ers are proportionately greater than 
to farmers in the West. Loans are 
made for the purchase of farm im- 
plements, electrical household ap- 
pliances, livestock, alteration and re- 
pairs and construction of farm hous- 
es and buildings, fencing, drainage 
including tile draining, clearing and 
breaking new land and soil conserva- 
tion. 

Finance Department officials esti- 
mate that $40,000,000 will be advanc- 
ed to farmers this year under the 
Farm Improvement Loans’ Act. 
Money can be borrowed up to 10 
years at an interest rate of five per 
cent, The maximum loan is for 
$3,000. 


Indication Shows 
Grasshoppers To 
Be Bad For 1950 


SASKATOON.—A survey of adult 
grasshoppers during July and August 
indicated that Saskatchewan farmers 
would face almost as severe a grass- 
hopper menace in 1950 as they did 
this year, H. W. Moore, co-ordinator 
for grasshopper research in western 
Canada, said, The general situation 
in the province would not change 
much this year, he said, 

A count of adult grasshoppers 
conducted by men from the federal 
entomological laboratory and an esti- 
mate based on eggs normally laid, 
indicated that the grasshopper situa- 
tion could be expected to be slightly 
less in the west-central area and in- 
creased in the southeast. 

The other area infested this year, 
including Saskatoon, could expect the 
1949 situation to be duplicated again

CALGARY.—The interest of prairie farmers in better housing 
for themselves and their families is mushrooming as it has never 
done before. There has been a real basis for the complaint that 
farmers generally have taken better care of their livestock than 
they have of their families, They would cheerfully lay out money 
for new barns, and the house that was obsolete 20 years ago 
would be made to do indefinitely. Slowly but surely all that is

No statistics are available, but 
from the testimony of lumber deal- 
ers, small town artisans and the 
farmers themselves, more new farm 
houses were-probably built in the 
West this year than ever before. And 
the modes of rural life will dictate 
that two new houses will grow next 
year where one sprouted this year. 
When one farmer in one district 
builds one house, he starts a trend 
that his neighbors cannot resist. 


Take the Minnedosa (Manitoba) 
district as an example. At least a 
dozen new farm houses have gone up 
there in the past year, Behind the 
sudden splurge in housing are several 
factors. Many of the builders are 
younger farmers, men who got a 
taste of modern conveniences in the 
services and will be satisfied with 
nothing less today. Many of them 
married city girls who have placed 
great emphasis on getting “‘a decent 
place to live.”

The farm housing trend at Minne- 
dosa as well as elsewhere on the 
prairies is definitely toward bunga- 
lows with full cement basements, 
built-in water and sewer systems and

Costs of farm homes are running 
well in line with those in the cities, 
The farmers save considerably by 
doing a good deal of the work them- 
selves, but the cost of their sub-con- 
tracts—for plumbing, heating, wiring 
and plastering—is higher because of 
the distance the contractors have to 
travel. 

Small town carpenters have to 
make enough in the spring, summer 
and fall to keep them all winter, 
They have the added problem that 
the young men they get half trained 
during the summer go elsewhere for 
work in the winter and don’t come 
back in the spring, More farm hous- 
es would have been built this year 
if skilled labor had been available. 

The part played by extension of 
rural electrification in Manitoba in 
encouraging farm home construction 
is difficult to assess. Certainly it is 
considerable. Yet there is a great 
deal of farm housing going up in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta where 
rural electrification is still a promise. 
Within a decade Manitoba will be al- 
most completely electrified, But be- 
cause of sparsity of population and 
lack of hydro resources, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan are lagging badly, The 
farmers are no long * content to sit 
and wait. By the thousands they 
have installed their own systems of 
generating power with wind ma- 
chines, 

* J * * 

The wind machine people—a half 
dozen excellent brands are bein; 
marketed—have come up with a 11 
volt system that can use standard 
lights and fixtures. There are those 
on the praires, including Rt, Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner, who think that the wind 
machine holds the key to future elec- 
trification of the farms. Mr. Gardin- 
er has been generating his own elec- 
tric power for almost 20 years with 
complete satisfaction, 

Ability to buy standard fixtures 
will end one of the farmers’ long 
standing complaints. Western farm- 
ers are great radio fans. But be- 
cause they had to use battery sets 
they have had to curtail their listen- 
ing or go broke buying batteries, 
Nor could they get the kind of ra- 
dios they wanted, The manufactur- 
ers refused to make console models 
for batteries so the farmers had to 
get along with table models, often 
with exposed wires and batteries, 

This rising interest in housing on 
the farms will create a large and 
continuing demand for gadgets and 
household equipment, But far more 
important, it points a healthy new 
direction. The farmer who builds a 
new home is setting his own roots 
in his soil. He is no longer beguiled 
by the illusion that he can get rich 
quick from one crop and move to 
California or British Columbia, That 
is the beginning of really permanent 
settlement of the West.—By James

Grain Tests 


WINNIPEG.—Seed tests for crops 
grown in 1950 on the prairies were 
urged by Dr, F. J. Greaney, director 
of Northwest Line Elevators farm 
service 

He pointed out that the most care. 
ful cultivation even of the best land 
will not produce a good crop from 
poor seed. Sound seed is the most 
important single factor in grain 
crop production, Dr, Greaney said, 

Suggested seed tests were for five 
main qualities: germination; smut 
and other seed carried diseases; con- 
tent of weed seeds; mechanical seed 
injury; and purity of variety. 

Conditions this year—drouth, seae- 
ond growth, hail and frost—will af. 
fect the supply of high quality seed 
grain, Dr. Greaney said, which 
means loss to the farmer through 
lower yields and grades or because 
he has to buy new seed. 


Official government tests of seed 
samples can be obtained from the 
plant products division of the agri- 


culture department in Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon or Calgary, These results, 
the farm service director warned, 
are the only ones which can be legal- 
ly used in advertising seed grain for 
sale,

Add 
yeast mixture and 1 beaten 
egg; beat well. Work in 244% 
cups once-sifted bread flour. 
Knead lightly; place in greased 
bow! and brush top with 
melted butter or shortening. 
Cover and set in warm place, 
free from draught. Let rise 
until doubled in bulk, Punch 
down dough and divide into 2 
equal portions; form into 
smooth balls. Roll each piece 
into an oblong and fit into 
reased pans about 7” x 11/4 
irease tops, cover and let rise 
until doubled in bulk. Pierce 
tops with fork and brush with 
2 tablespoons melted butter or 
shortening. Combine %{ cu 
brown sugar (lightly presse 
down), 14 cup flour, 14 cup fine 
dry cake or bread crumbs and 
1 teaspoon cinnamon; rub in 4 
tablespoons butter or short- 
ening. Sprinkle crumble on top 
of cakes. Let rise about 44 
hour. Bake in hot oven, 400°, 
about 20 minutes. Serve hot, 
with butter.

BEWARE THE WIND 


A dangerous condition exists in 
Alberta this fall according to the 
Lethbridge experimental farm. 
Most summerfallow fields contain 
very little moisture and are liable 
to drift badly should this fall be 
windy and dry. Farm _ operators 
are advised to “wind-proof” there 
bare simmerfallow to prevent drift- | 
ing. This station advises that list- | 
ing at right angles to the prevafl- 
ing winds is the only safe method 
on sandy and clay soils. This may 
be done by equipping the cultiva- 
tor with three or four list shovels 
or a one-way disc converted into 
a lister by leaving only every 
fourth disc.

Fall Cultivation Important 


Moisture, as so many farmers 
experienced again this year, is the 
most important limiting factor in 
successful crop production in the 
Prairie Provinces. Cultivation, if 
properly carried out this fall, will 
destroy weeds and thereby conserve 
moisture for next year’s crop. 

Annual Weeds. Our most trouble- 
some annual weeds are Wild Mus- 
tard, Wild Oats, Pigweed, Ragweed 
and Russian Thistle. Shallow culti- 
vation immediately after harvest 
will encourage many annual weed 
seeds to germinate this fall. The 
resulting plants will be killed by 
frost. Fall cultivation has been 
particularly effective in controlling 
Russian Thistle. 

Biennials or Winter Annuals 
Stinkweed is a typical example. The 
seeds of this weed germinate freely 
in the fall. Unfortunately, — the 
young plants survive the winter 
frosts without serious injury anc 
are ready to grow early in the 
spring. Fall cultivation is therefore 
an effective means of controlling 
Stinkweed and other winter annuals 

Perennial Weeds. Many attempts 
to eradicate perennial weeds (Can- 
ada Thistle, Sow Thistle, ete.) by 
summerfallowing fail because culti- 
vation is not carried on into the 
late fall. Often, during the rush of 
harvest, the fallow is neglected. This 
allows perennial weeds, which have 
been weakened by repeated culti- 
vations during the summer, to 
produce new top growth and store 
food in the roots. Fall cultivation 
is most important for the control 
of perennial weeds. Furthermore, it 
helps to control insect pests such as 
grasshoppers and sawflies. Fall till 
age also greatly reduces the vigor of 
perennial weeds growing on stubble 
land. 

Cultivate Early. 
hould be done as soon as the @ro)) 
is harvested. Do not cultivate tox 
deeply. Shallow tillage will not ae 
destroy wéeds but will be less 
wasteful of soil moisture. It will also 
help to preserve a trash cover which 
will serve to hold the winter's snow 
The main object of fall eultivation 
is to conserve all of the autumn’s 
rainfall for the next year’s crop. 
Kill weeds and save moisture.
